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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment filed January 31, 2008. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102 (b) as being anticipated by Asada et al. (Asada) 
(Patent Number 5,562,086). 

Regarding claim 9, Asada discloses an exhaust gas purifying method in an internal 
combustion engine (1) provided with an intake path and parallel first and second exhaust paths 
(13a, 13b), the method comprising: purifying exhaust gas discharged from the first and second 
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exhaust paths by catalysts (12a, 12b) respectively provided in the first and second exhaust paths; 
recirculating the exhaust gas to the intake path from the first exhaust path (15a); recirculating the 
exhaust gas to the intake path from the second exhaust path (15b); acquiring information relating 
to a temperature of at least one of the catalysts (12a, 12b); and decreasing a flow rate of an 
exhaust gas (e.g. 16a, 16b) discharged to a downstream side from the first exhaust path and 
increasing (e.g. 16a, 16b) a flow rate of an exhaust gas recirculated to the intake path from the 
first and second exhaust paths in such a manner that a ratio of the flow rate of the exhaust gas 
discharged from the first exhaust path with respect to the flow rate of the exhaust gas discharged 
from the second exhaust path becomes smaller in the case that the temperature of the catalyst 
arranged in the other exhaust path exists in a preset low temperature region than other cases (e.g. 
See col. 4, lines 30-67; col. 5, lines 1-67). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8, and 11-12 are allowed. 

Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Since allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant is encouraged to submit Final 
Formal Drawings (If Needed) in response to this Office action. The early submission of formal 
drawings will permit the Office to review the drawings for acceptability and to resolve any 
informalities remaining therein before the application is passed to issue. This will avoid possible 
delays in the issue process. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed January 31, 2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
completely persuasive. Claims 1-12 are pending. 

Applicant's cooperation in explaining the claims subject matter more specific to overcome 
the claim rejection is appreciated. 

Applicants have argued that Asada does not teach or suggest Applicant's claimed invention. 
More specifically, Applicants assert that the reference to Asada fails to disclose "a supply flow rate 
adjusting section adjusting a flow rate of the exhaust gas supplied to the intake path from the 
first exhaust path via the first exhaust gas recirculating path; and a control section controlling 
an opening degree of the exhaust flow rate adjusting section and an opening degree of the supply 
flow rate adjusting section on the basis of information relating to the temperature of at least one 
of the catalysts". In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "a 
supply flow rate adjusting section adjusting a flow rate of the exhaust gas supplied to the 
intake path from the first exhaust path via the first exhaust gas recirculating path; and a 
control section controlling an opening degree of the exhaust flow rate adjusting section and 
an opening degree of the supply flow rate adjusting section on the basis of information 
relating to the temperature of at least one of the catalysts.") are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
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specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
